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CoMants ••• There was a tiae when Britain produced the beet UFO na^ 
asine in the world^SB (Flying Saucer Reriew) •Its last 
editor steered it to a ri^tfhl place at the forefront of 
ufology .For two years I hawe held back^l^at now I fee) I 
■ast speak iq> about "The Fall of the House of Bowen”**** 

Without FSl I would not be writing these lines.In Suser 1968,as a sixteen 
year old,I had read a few sensationalised bosks about UFOs and was toying withb^o^^^ 
taking it up seriouslyfprowided it did not vlash with wy science 'A* leweis*! 
recall the day (^st as one recalls the day that Presidents get shot) when wy 
first trial issue of FSR arriwed.It cost one-sixth of what it coots now and, 
althou^ I did not know it at the tiBe,it (and the 93 issues to follow) had a 
profound effect on wy life•But for their sane and sensible approach^and their 
losses of scientific data in support of UFOs^I would newer hawe reached where I 
aa today* 

All that said I aa not the best person to rewiew the fate of this significant 
publication*Ower the years I hawe always proaoted it in ay books.I haws probably 
ower-billed it in recent tiaes.And yet the reputation Charles Bowen built^before 
his unfortunate illness forced hia to retire two years ago^remains in force.In 
the USA last autuan I found that those who had read any of ay articles had only 
done so in FSR*And it was still oonsideted Britain's aa^r souce of UFO publish¬ 
ing* Since 1975 I hawe taken an aotiwe part in FSR affaire,serTing in an adain- 
istratiwe capacity,answering correspondance ete*I hawe attended board aeetings 
(whilst not being on the board) and chidmeled a good deal of UK case aayerial in 
their direction* 

But all that has changed•Soonoaic reorganisations cost ae ay ' job' ,on a basis 
I fully undorstood.And as FSR fou^t to surwiwe (as it still does) the drastic 
aeasures becaae ewen acre Tisibletthdn paper,lees pages,huge price increases, 
disaal art work^and so on* HoweTer,of the greatest relewance to its continuing 
decline's been the seising of editorship by Gordon Crei^ton* 

It is not surprising that Gordon should take ower.FSR has always been run by 
he and Charles.The other naaes on the masthead are meaningless,in that the other 
board asabers (with exceptions of a wery rare kind) contribute alapst nil to the 
running of the journal .Indeed there are people not onthe masthead who do far more 
and always hare (eg answering the phone,acting as minutes secretary etc). The 
ysk Board has always been an 'old boys club' with attitudes so ridiculously 
antiquated that they really belong^ in the last centuryl Despite numerous attempts 
ower the years (by myself and Janet & Colin Bord — the only people from Britain 
directly associated to FSR who are in touch with the nodem UFO world) the board 
has continually refused to braoden its base* 

This is one probleB*The FSR editorship has slipped way out of line with the 
realities of the subject*In this way it has lost amass to contributions it once 
ai^t hawe attracted as a matter of course*ABOther significant factor is the 
rather strange opinions of itts new editor.I will skip ower his belief that books 
about UFOs (especially FSR books) are being deliberately remowed from libraries 
as part of aa MOD plot .Or his weird speculations about the demonic nature of UFO 
eBtities*He all hawe our ideas. But as editor of s uch an influential aagasine 
these need to be held in check,otherwise all credibility is lost. 

FSR reached that position sonetiae last year, and its new issue (Vol 29 Ho 3) 
does nothing to redress the balance .This time Gordon is claiming that UFO research 
is unfunded because the population is influenced,some of it being demonic in 
originl Beyoad that he refuses to say,adding that to do so would be 'dangerous'. 
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<It is sad to have to reflect that the once proud FSR has now become 'dangerous'^ 
because it is after all representing British ufology. And can you be satisfied 
with how it is doing that? I have to strongly advise that I aa far from satisfied. 

Nhilst saying this I accept that it nay be argued I have sour grapes.I was 
cut froB the masthead last year without ej^lanation.I have found myself insulted 
in print by the editor^over the Wiltshire circles.1^ phone conversations have been 
unintelligible with l^m, and all my letters have failed to produce answers,! a^so 
used to get extra copies of FSR,which I distributed to the many journalists I meet 
in my work.This has often provided articles and promotions for the aagasine*How 
these have stopped coming (again without explanation). Believe it or not,my own 
FSR issue still goes to my old address (from where I left in I 982 ) despite several 
letters pointing out the errorl If FSR treats other subscribers this way it is 
saall wonder it is losing money. 

But these personal issues are irrelevant to my attitudes about FSR.It means a 
lot to me,and as I have shown it still engenders a great reputation abroad.Its 
issues also reach hi^ly influential places;such as the House of CoBons,the 
Chinese Science Library,peers of the realm^and the Queen's husband (to naae but a 
fewt) I can no longer justify giving FSR good promotion in my books. And I aa 
terribly distressed that such sources as naaed above receive what they are 
receiving in the guise of British ufology. He are doing ourselves a great dis¬ 
service by allowingit to happen unopposed. 

For this reason I have chosen to speak up and voice a little of my disquiet* 

I guess there are still aany sjilent,but saddened,ufologists out there .1 believe 
now is the time to act*The Triends of FSR" must combine at this critical moment 
for the good of what can still be a great aagaEine and,Bore importantly, for the 
good of our subject's reputation*

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Janet A Colin's book shows all the hallnarks of what one ni^t expect from our 
■ost experienced,and two of our best, paranorual writers^It does jest i^t is 
asked of it,8ussarising the evidence in a succinct but enjoyable fashion^The 
unfasiliar reader is left with few quest ions, alt hou^ he ei^t wonder if the 
chapter linking the 'anisal* with UPOs is either necessary or laboured^I reaain 
unsure about that^ It is a pity too that Britain does nAt figure anywhere in the 
text^I realise this would be difficult, but a brief discussion of the Scottish 
'wildaan' night have helped sales and establish the phenoaenon in the Binds of 
what will undoubtedly be the nain group of national readers^ 

Quibbles apprt,this was in ay view the aost successful of the four books so 
far to appear •But ,to be fair,the Bord's had the least controversial, and in aaay 
senses narrowest,anoaaly to review the evidence for^ 

Turning now to John Riasier's first UPO book^ Ibis actually does a fine job of 
gathering together the evidence for what is a reaarkably coaplex subjection the 
face of it one ai^t think people either do or do not see aliens •If they do,fine, 
we know what they are •If they do not, well it is all just an hallucination^ 

John Buaaarises oases,the historical perspective,folklore connections,sci-fi, 
hypnotic regression foibles and all that one would expect •Por two^hirds of the 
book this is excellent stuff^But then he goes on to assess the aeaning and I fear 
rather Icbs his way^ 

Firstly, he does this rather too early - spending too much space repeating 
pro and con arguements,when aore hard data could have beeh assessed in theifsteoJ^ 
Alsp,whilst his argoaents theaselves are incisive and to the point,he uses then 
to bolster a personal view which detracts froa the book^The last chapter should 
have been left out^ In all the confusion and conflicts of the evidence it is auch 
too soon even to broadly say where the answer lies,although we all have our ideas 
and I do not blaae John for having his^ But,without space to justify it,this was 
not the place to introduce a rather extreae psychological theory (about the 
conscious and unconscious parts of the brain warring each other for control of 
a 'spaceship* - ie earthl) John aay be right, but I am afraid I would need to 
see a whole lot more evidence to persuade ae^As it stands the concept aakes the 
reader fOrget all the good that has gone before and wonder about the aotives of 
the author - which is both irrelevant and unfortunate* 

What is Bore^the evidence presented in the book seems to ae to better argue 
against the psychological theory,than for it•But perhaps I am biased^ 

Sadly the book is replete with errors too, possibly because this series is 
being put together in too much of a hurry^I know some investigators who nearly 
had a fit when they saw that hypnosis was the 'first step' in the Alan Godfrey 
invest! gat ion •It was nothin fact it was the last - after many mpnths of work^ 

A meaningless PSR reference is given for the case (the issue in question coming 
out before the sighting happened!) And there were other errors toojeg witness 
names changing from page to page,and the French scientist in Close Bncounters of 
the Third Kind having his name (Lacombe) decimated• 

I point these mistakes out^not because they are all that important•Most are 
minor^Nor because they detract too much from a book that is one of the best so 
far on this thorny topic^Bui* as John and his MAGONIA colleagues have jus^ spent 
two issues of their magazine attacking pie for an error of one year^in one dato^ ' 
in The Pennine UPO Mystery^I can at least point out that human error can lead 4 ' 
to irksome troubles,as can publishers deadlines^ Deliberate fabrication (of which 
I was charged by MAGONIA) is not usually tenable to even^a slight degree• 

Perhaps the lesson to us all is to be more careful. 

However, buy both books •For the price you cannot beat their value anywhere*

This was quite a prelude to 1977 - our great wave year*333 oases,including 
aai^ close encounters*Two major cap-stops (Nelson Harch 9 fBarnards Castle June ^ 
a UFO sound tape recorded at Warton,Lancs in October and much more.Mhen we sat 
doim aad analysed it all we could see the peak tiaes of the wave - Feb 21-Har 10

January 6 and 11 I 984 no fewer than four separate items appeared regarding IPOs • 
First off Martin Dawson of the York Astro Society replied to a YUFOS letter 
in the Yorkshire Evening Press (Jan 6) explaining how an asteroid had seeded the 
Oeminld meteor stream causing a spectacular show between December 12 and I 4 1983*

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Especially prominent was a brilliant fireball (magnitude -8) seen at 20*30 
on'December 12* So if you have any matvhing reports yiu can rule them out* 

Hhat may have been this meteor was seen by a woman in "Two Oates",Shropshire* 
Her brilliant light flashing by in seconds was reported in the Tamworth Herald 
on the same day as the above,connecting it with a huge patch of yellowe4 grass 
found nearby by another resident •He linked the *Hrace" with the "nF0"*Eadly, 
the local parks superintendent scuppered the Bystery*The grass had not been 
killed off by alien radiation but by humble down to earth weed-killerl 

Last year thete were many tales of *Taf rot skies", of the ioe-bomb variety, 
falling in Britain* Fortean Times has published summaries of some of these and 
Ken Phillips conducted an ASSAP investigation*The udual answer given is that the 
huge blocks of ice fall on unsuspecting victims from aircraft loos*But this has 
many drawbacks - including the 'slight* problem that the blocks fell in the days 
whdn there were no aircraft I The S\mday Express (Jan 8) had a cautionary tale to 
tell about Nr and Mrs Bitten of Coulsden,near Heathrow* Hhen a huge ioe bomb 
fell outside their back door she called the Vivil Aviation Authority who agreed 
to investigate the sampljes* And then guess what? Next day - crashl - it happened 
again*Rushing out Mrs Bitten saw an aircraft overhead*Ca8e solved? Hell, no* For 
this ice had leaves in it - hardly your usual aircraft loo content. And then the 
terrible truth dawned*Her neighbours kids had been the culprits,launching frozen 
pieces from their garden pond in the direction of next door*Sheepishly she had 
to apologise to the C*A*A* A case of "Once Bitten, twice shy" I guessl 

According to the Benbirfishire Free Press (Jan ll) "a number of vehicles travel¬ 
ling into Denbigh from Ruthin on January 2,between 6*30 and 7«30pm,pulled in near 
Pen Y Maes Far^ when drivers saw lights above them"*They were "about four times 
bigger than a football and radiating green light"*However,the local electricity 
board advised it was all due to a short-circuit on a transformer^with the sparks 
being blown about in the gale firce winds* 

To round things off the Halifax Courier (Feb 13)had a feature about "Motorways 
in the sky",that is aircraft navigation, based around "Pole Hill/,a big beacon 
near Todmorden*Local air spotter,John Greevey, explained how high flying trans¬ 
atlantic jets on passpver could be mistaken for UF0s*He argued this was why the 
West Yorkshire area was such a UFO mecca*But he did add,"I am quite confident 
(UFOs) do exist*Ny neighbAur saw something with portholes hovering ovsr Beacon 
Hill•That defies explanation*What was it?"Perhaps the West Yorkshire team should 
visit Nr Creevey's neighbour in Skircoat Green Road, Hal if ax,and Mmd out I 

(incidentally,Wallasey happens to be a similar big crossover point for airways 
but it does not generate UFO reports in the ^way West Yorkshire does***JR) 

RB (or Raymond Broderick), the Accrington witness reported in the last issue 
as seeing a "flying fried egg", has featured in the news again*The Accrington 
Observer (JIbui 21) tells how he has given up his job "to become a full-time flying 
saucer 8potter"*A8 he says,"There is no doubt at all that they exist I have seen 
hundred8"*He is not scared of ridicule because,as he adds,"! know they exist and 
I am going to prove it*" But this would not please the York Astro Society,who 
after solving the case memtioned above,are quoted in the Yorks Evening Press 
(Feb 10 ) "I think some UFO societies do a lot of harm*••Many of these so-oalled 
sightings of flying objects (99 cent of the^) can be so easily explained" 
Perhaps we should recruit Trevor Hood,their super-confidant spokesman* 

To close on a lighter note*The Woking News (Jan 26) had a delightful piece 
about the recent spate of sightings in Hoodham Lane,Byfleet (home of Charles 
Bowen) * Having realised that HG Wells's "War of the Worlds" was set here ozM 
police spokesman asked of a witness "Did you see it over Horsell Common?" The 
serious and perturbed witness was not &8 amused as the policeman evidently wasl 
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SPOT THE Test yowr powers of inyestigation 

On Jan 9 19^4 Mrs 41100 Noonyfroa a Lancashire town^saw a UFO. She awoke 

earljiaroTiad OTol^^and saw it shiaBoring and hovering Just above the treeline. 

It was a brilliant light—source that hurt her eyes to look at it .She thought 

shs ooald see windows in it through the cold and frosty bedrooa glass .Svsntnally 

thin cloud passed before it and it even glowed through that .Mrs Noon has seen 

it regmlarly ovor the past two years "hovering like an enoraous star"«It is 

nsnally seen in Winterlocal investigator,David Blades,was said to be "aystified"

touch.He was coaaenting on ey book "UFO RSALITT**, just published,which features 
a detailed study of the case...including a colour iaage froa the fila on the cover, 

Peter points out that had he not filaed the orange ball-of-light the aany 

children who saw it at Long Crendon nearby would probably have been accused of 

aass hallucination .And yet,even though he did fida it,he still seeas to have 
suffered an "Os Factor" Effect. He cannot understand why none of the other traffic 
on the road (do not forget it was the aoming 'rush hour*) observed not a thing. 
SoBShow the "sphere of influence** for UFO evehts ^re extended to twenty seconds 
of colour aovie fil^. 

Bat,even aore fascinating,is this 'prequel' experience,Peter has never refered 
to before., .because he did not realise it was iaportant .Only now that such siailar 
phenoaena have been brought to light froa key UFO witnesses has he chosen to 
report what took place.However,even now,Peter is not aware of the extent of such 
"bedrooa lightballs" (see The Pennine UFO Mystery, for their role in the Alan 
Godfrey and Nike Sacks encounters,for exaaple). 

The year was 1943fSUMer tiBe,and he had been aarried for just six aonths when 
his wife was taken critically ill.He was inforaed that she would probably not 
survive and could not even be aoved to hospital,assuaing that in war-tiae there 
would have been a bed.So Peter flew hoae froa his base in Lincolnshire,where he 
served,and s]>ebt a trauaatic night sitting by his wife's bedside. 

She was going through agonies,with hallucinations (of aonkies on her dressing 
table) but drifted into a fitful sleep.As the night drew on Peter slipped into 
bed bosiie her,intent on being there to the end.And then,at Bidni^t,with just a 
dia rooB light on,he turned cold and sweaty as he observed a strange phenoaenon 
enter the rooa.

If you have been keeping up to date with the latest bisarre tales of UFO 
abduoyion,you aay feel that we have reached the heists (or depths?) of absurdity. 
Surely,nobody can cone along in a very serious Banner,and offer a story of a 
new order of aagnitude in such natters? If you think so - then mwd on. 

Mrs N (strict confidentiality is required) wrote to ae froa a Pennine ailltown 
after reading The Pennine UFO Mystery.The evebts which she has now painfully 
unravelled are to say the least fantastic.But she insists they are Ame. 

Mrs N is english bom and bred but presently aarried to a auslia.In this 
regard she has to abide by strict religious codes, one of which is to obe^ hia 
absolutely .This has rather complicated the investigation as she does not wish 
him to know what took place. 

The story begins in Deceaber 19639When she lived in Birainghaa with her first 
husband.She was barely out of her teens and qualifying,with a degree,as a teacher. 
Her husband told her one night that they were going on a journey.She had to 
prepare for a shock and it was soad kind of test .Froa his voice she knew it was 
not a joke. 

^sy into their car and drove off, but details of the trip are hasy. They 
then arrived at a house,which was dimly lit .Some people were standing around a 
long table, or bed, and she was lain upon it JL weird aedical ezaaination then began, 
using strange equipment she only vaguely recalls.A strong sense of shock overlaid 
the experience and her mind was "interfered with". There was a tall,thin aan in 
the party with a long nose aBd white beard.He had heavy eyebrows and actually told 
her,"Reaeaber the eyebrows,honey". Later one of the ^proup said to her,almost as 
an aside and in a wry tone,"They will think it*8^flying sauvers". 

Her next memory is of being told (by her husband) that they were going north, 
but she does net recall how this happened.Iaages flashed into her mind that 
included the present house she now lives in and other,unfamiliar, houses in 
Hebden Bridge and Bradford. It was all very dark as this occurred. 

As they stood in the last house her husband clicked his fingers and she found 
herself back in the room in Birminghan on the bed, froa where the journey had 
begun.She had no recollection of the ensuing *tiBe lapse*. He then explained to 
het who he really was (he was huBan,but she will not elaborate) .To prove that he 
possessed full knowledge of the future he told her political natters then secret 
which would later be demonstrated .And then he told her how her life would unfold, 
explaining in detail many events that would occur. However, he told her that this 
information would be in her mind and would only be retrieved at the relevant 
future ;foinL.He gave her anemonics to help recover this infomation when she began 
to sense the tine was right. He then told her to forget every thing, which she 
immediately did. 

The next day her first husband left her and said he was going abroad.She has 
neveT seen or heard from hia sinceI 

Eventually,in about 19789 Bamories began to ooae back,triggered by incidents in 
her life.She was by now remarried and she realksed that ba^ in 19^3 she ha^ been 
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shown her fninre hnshaad and all about her life together*As Bnenonics case to 
her she was able to recall things before they 'happened* and tell others to 
prows these 'predictions'.They all were fulfilled and she thinks there are no 
sore sajor ones to cose out 9 except perhaps the houses she saw .But she cannot 
be sure as sesories of this 'abduction' are still unclear. 

Quite what to sake of allthis is hard to say.The parallels with UFO abductiohs 
are obrious. there is little doubt Mrs H beliewes it.Indeed she is certain that 
she was taken into the future,with the aid of future technology,and given her 
'life plan',that was then put into her subconscious to guide her. 

One thing is sure - thetheorists out there will love this one I 


AlOTHSE OZ FACTOR SZPSRIEICX 

Case 7^/l6l October 9 1973 18.00 Sllesaere Port,Cheshire NUFORA 

This is reported by one of the witnesses,who at the time was a young teenager. 

He says he has reassessed a report he wrote for a local UFO group at the tine now 
he has grown up and is able tp be more objective. 

HH was playing with a friend by a junk yard and orchard when he. saw a whitish 
vapour over the trees.Then .he;^ lost it.Clkmbisg a tree,partly to get a better 
view and partly because his friend (who had not seen the vapour) wanted to watch 
the 'truckers' on the nearby motorway,they looked about but saw nothing .Around 
30 ■Inntes later MH felt a tingling sensation in the back of his head,as if he was 
aware he was being watched.He turned around and saw a brilliant white li^t^^low 
to the ground and nearby. Cal ling to his friend he was ignored,and as he looked 
back it was now slowly rising and moving off towards the Stanlow oil refinery. At 
this point MH noticed that all sounds had disappeared.The birds he had been very 
aware of aouen^s before had ceased twittering.The guard dogs had stopped their 
noise from the scrapyard .And the con'Atant hum from the motorway had vanished. 

Recovering from the shock MH looked back at the object,now higher in the sky 
by a burner at the pil plant.lt ciroled this three times and on the last occasion 
seemed to fly throu^ the flame .He called again to his friend,who stared at him 
for a moment and then looked strai^t back at the motorway with out responding, 
nie object had now climbed into a small cloud bank over the Mersey estuary.He 
continued watching but it never came out .Feeling frightened he told his friend he 
wanted to go and they returned home,arriving back at about 21.00.Whilst MH is 
not sure this nay indicate the existence of a time lapse .The times are inconsistant. 


JMT CRASS OVER THE M61 

Case 78-275 October 1978 O 7.30 Blackrod,Lancashire MUFORA (Peter Hough) 

RT,a mptor mechanic employed ^ ^rage on the motorway,had returned from a 
breakdown and was filling the truck with fuel.Glancing upwards he chanced to 
see a curious object in the southern sky,elevation 30 degrees.It was a silvery 
sphere,just smaller than the full moon in diameter,hovering motionless.It appeared 
to be reflecting the sun which had risen a few minutes befoee. He pointed this 
out to a colleague and both stopped work for several minutes to state at it. 

Suddenly there was a terrific roat and they turned to see aircraft approaching 
from their rear (ie the north),traversing the gap between the motorway and the 
valley at a height estimated as no more than 200 feet.They seemed to be military 
planes and there were six of them.Three peeled off formation and climbed towards 
the object.The other three continued south towards Bolton. But before they could 
get any closer the object suddenly shot upwards from a standing start.The planes 
continued pursuit,but the two men'lost sight as object and aircraft faded ibto 
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tiny dots in the lightening sky. 

As Peter Hough says in his report this is a frustrating case,potentially very 
important .Early October that year (which this report seems to refer to) involved 
a south Lancashire flap of sittings.Tet here there were no other witnesses 
(although the motorway is a commuter one and hot very busy at such a time of day) 
NT asked around after the sighting and found several others who recalled the 
noisy entrance of the jehs but not the UFO. NTs colleague cannot be traced either, 
althou^ the wmtness has been helpful and cooperative in this search. 

Did NT falsely link a light in the sky with jets that just happened to be 
there? This is an area where RAF jet training is approved,but not common.NT 
recalls no dher time at the garage when he saw low flying military planes such 
as this. And the implied response of the UFO to the jets is interesting. 

Peter wrote tp the MOD^requesting access to files appertaining to the case,or 
any other relevant events. Pam Titchmarsh responded saying she had "studied the 
reports of UFO sittings received by the Ministry of Defence during September and 
October 1978 but have been uaable to trace anything similar to the incident you 
describe". But none of these records were supplied. 

Clearly, six years on we are unlikely to solve this particular riddle.But if 
it was not a big coincidence and NT is being truthful (as Peter feels probable) 
then somebody authorised the six jets to fly. 


THE UFO WITH THE COMPLEX PLUMBING 

Case 8088 December 7 1 980 20.40 Buxton,Derby shire NUFORA 

Mrs DL is a married lady with two children aged 2^ at time of experience. 

She lives in Lincolnshire but was returning home from relatives in the north 
west.She strikes investi^tors as a very sensible person who has her feet very 
much on the ground when thinking of the meaning behind her encounter .She had no 
idea that so many UFOs had been seen in the Pennlnes,and had no clue who to 
report this sighjbing to at the time.But when she saw the Pennine UFO Mystery in 
a shop the words 'Pennine' and 'UFO' jogged her into buying it and calling NUFORA. 

The first phase of the experience occurred just outside Macclesfield,in 
Cheshire,when they roTuided an S^bend on the hills.Suddenly two white li^ts,one 
after the other,streaked across the sky and vanished into the valley,being 
carried out of view below the stone wall .After the firsy li^t there was time 
to think 'was that a helicopter crashing?' before the second one followed it. 

They thought it odd,but the road was narrow and unlit so did not stop. 

About seven mimtes later they had climbed hi^er into the hi 11s,affording 
the marvellous views one get get across miles of Cheshire plains towards 
Manchester,The sky was dark and filled with stars.Directly ahead Mrs DL saw 
a brilliant star,similar to Sirius as she puts it,but it looked unusually prominent 
She mentioned it to her husband,but he was intent on the winding road and only 
she concentrated upon the object,which changed into a big oval and moved north 
across the sky.It then dimmed again and was surrounded by a reddish arc of li^t. 

It then shot down towards the ground and turned deep red,before streaking upwards 
again.The road and hiU-line then took them awayand caused it to vanish. 

As this is happening Mrs DL is describing the complex maneuvers of the object 
to her husband,who seems not too concerned.They had now reached Buxton,and as 
they are about to enter the outskirts of'the isolated tvwn Mrs DL chanced to 
twist round in her seat aiid look behind .Directly in a gap between two houses and 
just above their roofypps say a massive object, tilted so that only the underside 
was visible^ 
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In nhape it was like two ml can 'boa'bera stuck together,with a vide central 
'bit and protmsions at either side .There was a 
din lighting wndemeath«Biit the aost instantly 
■eaora'ble thing was the cosplex piping and **st 
-icking out 'bits" underneath .Mrs DL says she w 
-ould ham expected a UFO to 'be enchanting 'but 
instead this was ygly.It is inprinhad onto her 
■ind like a photograph»For a few aonents she tried to tell her husband but the 
shoc^f premnted her talking.Smntually she blurted it out and 8aidy"But 1 saw 
it fim ninutes ago". Howemr, her husband is insistant she did not tell hin 
until they reached Bakewell, thirty minutes later .The circunstances of the case 
certainly seen to suggest a tine lapse. 

Mrs SL says "I an sure ay husband would ham noticed had 1 been beaned up out 
of the car and was nissing between Buxton and Bakewell"oBat she has no answer for 
the confusion,except that she nust ham been in deep shock for half ah hour.MUPORl 
ham endeamured to persuade her to undergo regression hypnosis,but she has not 
promn willing to do so.If this changes an update report will be supplied. 


Case 8316 October 1^ 1983 Ningfield,S.Tork8 Inwt Nick Hanson (BUFORA) 

Mrs JH,her husband,her 3 7 ^ old daughter, and her mother-in-law,we sv walking to 
a leca) dance at about 18.30 when they saw a bright silmr ball moving on a NB 
to SV course.lt dipped slightly,climbed back to its original height,and drifted 
out of sight .Diligent investigation shows that this eias almost certainly a 
weather balloon launched at lTo3Q» 

IXH BVSTTS IN "UFO ILLBT" 

Inmstigations by Norman Collinson and Mike Sacks of MUFORl 

The Bossendale Valley,as readers of The Pennine UFO Nystert or this magasine 
will know,has generated great mlumes of UFO events in recent years.But as we 
ham previously shown many can 'be ascribed to a DC-9 frieghter from a compant 
called "Air Cargo" in the book to protect its identity.Readers of this magasine 
will recall that Swissair are the real culprits.This flight,especially late on 
Friday nights as it passes omr heading south towards landing at Manchester 
Airport,ham been shown to 'glide* (with lights off) creating a mry strange 
sight to the pussled witnesses who get close to it .If you stand on a Rossendale 
hill at around 1000 feet asl^and the plane glides omr just a few hundred feet 
abomjlt looks pretty terrifying.Norman Collinson knows because he saw it at 
mry close quarters onone occasion. 

The sightings continue and the Rossendale Free Press has taken to dubbing 
the area "UFO Alley".0n Friday,December 2 19839a> new encounter precipitated a 
mini-flap. 

Two 12 year old girls from Bacup had just finished grooming their horses on 
a hillside when some bright lights appeared a'bove,flashing white,blue and red. 
They panicked and threw themselms onto the floor as the thing silently glided 
omr .The horses reacted too.Smntually the givls fled home as the lights passed 
out of sight across the hills. 

The graphic account of this sighting makes it appear very strange.But on-site 
inmctigation 'by Norman Collinson led to suspicion that the girls had grossly 
exaggerated what they 8aw.And,a8 if we might ham guessed,the same DC-9 jet, 

"Air Cargo 101" landed at Manchester 12 minutes after the event and was thus 
omr the area at the time.The probability that it was yet again the solution 
to the sitting is regarded as high by the inmstigators. 
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Two days later (on December 4 et 20.00) a white object with a red li^t 
was seen tramming the valley 'by another Bacup resident .And a rerun of the 
same incident occurred two days later again (at December 6,l8.30) .Both of these 
events seem likely to refer to light aircraft or helicopters. 

Howemr, to the resident of "UFO alley" it is likely the various lig^s 
in the nig^t tine sky will always take on a rather stranger hue. 


Case 8402 Jaziuary 10 I 984 19«23 Nhiston, Mersey side NUFORA (Peter Hough) 


This again looked like a promissing case, the local newspaper describing 
how many people had seen a UFO hovering over a playing field, and how two 

had independantly seen the sane object .Howemr,in 
pursuit it did not quite turn out that way.36 yr old 
barmaid,Mrs H,was interviewed.But her description 
does not tally with that given in the newspaper. 

Driving to work she saw two white lights and a row 
of five flashing red lights underneath.This seemed 
to hover and she stopped the car,got ou^ and watched 
for a minute or two.But she then decided to press on and left it,still homring. 
None of the other people could be identified,despite attempts in the area.And 
the independant witnesses,who saw something similar from Huyton,c ould not 'be 
found in what turned out to be a very depressing and derelict housing estate. 

Possibly this was a helicopter, alt hough none was traced. But the inmstigation 
had to be aborted for lack of detail.Thus ended the first case of the new year.

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PINAL WORDS "The MOD and UFOs" 



In NUN 101 we reported that the British Defence Ministry had begun to change 
its policy,Kowev'er dlightly,on the UFO phenomenon.They were reviewing the 'best 
way by which they might publish the voluminous case data they had. 

Things have altered in the past year, lliere was,of course, the furore omr 
the Rendlesham Forest incident and the consequent release of an MGD file ('by 
error it seems) ^via the Freedom of Information Act in the USA. Semral less 
sensitive case files ham 'been released to British inmstigators (lan Mrvyglod 
and myself ham several^and 7UF0S in Yorkshire recently reported on a file they 
were surprised to receim). This reflects the welcome switch in emphasis 'by the 
NOD. And on top of this there has been the moms (in force) to persuade the 
government to introduce a Freedom of Information Act in Britain,It was this mom 
in Australia, more than any other,which prompted the government there to pre-empt 
the inevitable pressure from ufologists such an act (introduced in 1983 ) would 
bring.And so in I 982 they released their ffiles of their own volition to the UFO 
comirunity. Similar thinking nay lie 'behind the new liberal approach in the UE 9 
especially after the lawsuits that continue to 'bubble in the USA after their 
mom to F.O.I. 

In the House of Cosnons de'batenforced after the Rendlesham Forest femlations 
last October,the NOD admitted to possessing the following report totals for recent 
yews...1978 (750) ,1979(550) ,1980 (350),198l (600) ,1982 ( 250 ) sad 1983 (390) - 
compare this fascinating information with the NUFON figures on pp 7 this issue. 
Clearly the NOD does not display the fall-off in UFO reports noticed so maitedly 
by UFO groups worldwide. Quite why this should 'be so is an intriguing question. 
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In wAd FeliTiiary Martin Bailey, a journalist frow the Stmday Observor i 
ooBt^oted yowr editor and we a^eed to work together on an article on this 
sabjeot•This appeared in the issoe dated March 4 ssd was one of the most 
iwportant OfO writing by the hi^brow British press to date«Its heading **It*s 
officials there are BfOs” speaks wolnwes for how far we hare cose* 

fhe paper took one of the cases sent to syse^f,checked it back to scarce 
by detective work (as the MOD delete reference to the witness), and then did 
a personal on-site follow op of the Septenber 14 1982 si^tin^ at Ownbran«They 
compared this with the NOD conclosion ”we are satisfied that there were no 
defenod implications'* JLs the witness said, "I do not onderstand how the MOD could 
haye investigated the case without contacting me with further queries". 

It remains early days as I write this,but the Obseryor have requests with the 
MOD for certain key case reports which,according to new MOD policy,ought to be 
released.If they are not the newspaper have promised me they will tell the world. 

Me have a marvellous opportunity for progress here .And I would urge all 
serious investigators to take advantage of the sopport of this newspaper .If you 
have any informa-^on that you think could be prof fit ably used by the influential 
(not sensational) British media - think it through,prepare what you have, and 
then let them have it* If we keep up the momentum who knows what will happen?
